Edmonton, Dec. 2 —Agreement 
has been reached between the 
Dominion and Provincial gover¬ 
nment for the putting to work 
of 1500 unemployed men on 
three work projects. Wire con¬ 
taining the Dominion’s agree¬ 
ment to participate in the 
scheme was received today by 
Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, minist¬ 
er of health and in charge of 
relief.

HORTICULTURE 


In the weekly letters being 
issued at present an outline of 
the work in the various depart 
ments of the Station is being* 
attempted. This week a review 
of the horticultural work i 8 pres 
ented. 

The investigational work with 
fruit trees has given much in¬ 
teresting information. While var 
iety testing has been given a 
most important role, studies 
have also been made with irr¬ 
igation, pruning practices and 
arrangement of windbreaks. 
The experiments carried on at 
the Statio n have indicated that 
orchard practices on the prair¬ 
ies vary quite markedly from 
thosie of the fruit growing dist¬ 
ricts of Canada. 

Mny varieties of bush fruits 
have been tested. Only the high 
yielding & large berried variet¬ 
ies are l>eing retained. Cultural 


work has shown from time to 
time the necessity of special 
treatment of certain less hardy 
kinds. Studfae in pruning and in 
regard to the elimiation of in¬ 
herent diseases are als> being 
conducted. 

Experiments with vegetables 
include variety testing, select¬ 
ing for quality, selecting for 
disease resistance, use of commei 
cial fertilizers and various cult¬ 
ural practices are being carried 
on. New varieties placed on the 
market from time to time arc 
bciing tested and are recomm¬ 
ended or discarded as found 
adaptable or otherwise to local 
conditions. While quality is of. 
great improtance, much effort 
is directed towards the selection 
of early maturing vegetables 
which is so necessary in the 
short growing season charact- 
istic of th e prairies- The estab¬ 
lishment of the local canning 
industry has opened another 
phase in horticultural work, and 
tests are being conducted with 


varieties of vegetables which 
possess the peculiar qualities 
most deshed tor canning piup- 
oses. 

Annual and perennial flower 
varieties are tested lor their 
trueness to type, their adaptab¬ 
ility to irrigation practices and 
the most effective methods of 
treating them in the production 
ofj colour schemes and harmony 
with the home grounds. 

In the past unsuccessful at¬ 
tempts have been made to con¬ 
trol dandelions in the lawn, not 
only here but elsewhere. Recent 
ivestigations indicate that this 
difficult pioblem is on the way 
to l>eing solved in a fairly sim¬ 
ple manner 

Efforts are being made to j 
obtain a great variety of hard} 
trees and shrubs for ornamental i 
planting and to demonstrate 
their value in improving home 
surroundings. Observations in 
this regard arc made on the 
plantings 0 n the Station grounds 
An arboretum is also being cs- 
ablish .1 ap. effort to >( .«;dn 
more detailed informtion in re¬ 
gard to this type of woik. 

In the work with horticult¬ 
ure. ro with the other activities 
of the Station, we solicit the co¬ 
operation of ,tho farmer, as ic 
is naturally the endeavour rf 
the Station to he of the great¬ 
est possible service to him.
